o ut o n Lake Mendo ta a squall struck t wo

dro wning J o hn Day o f J anesv ille, and 
serio usly injuring the o ther fiv e fro m 
ex po sure in the icy waters o f the lake. 
The bo y s were o ut fo r practice 
At 
the start the weather did no t seem 
squally snd the lake was fairly calm. 
Within a few mo ments after the Knits 
left sho re, ho wev er, the wind began to 
rise, and just as o ne o f the bo ats was 
abo ut to make the turn, it was struck 
by the squall. 
In this bo at were P. J . O'Pea. the as­ 
sistant trainer, Day and McCo nv tlle. 
Water began to ro ll o v er the stern o f 
the bo at, and befo re the men pro ceeded 
far it was swamped. 
They were so o n 
washed o ff by wav es. 
Day . who co uld 
no t swim, failed to regain his ho ld and 
was dro wned. 
The o ther bo at, with Trainer An­ 
drew O'Dea and Street, was so me dis­ 
tance awav when the first bo at settled 
and immediately turned to go to the 
rescue. 
The wav es were to o high fo r it 
also , and it was so o n swamped.

One of the recent publica tions of the 
sound Currency C om m ittee of 
52 W il­ 
lia m street, N ew 
York, is entitled a 
“ Currency P rim er.” 
It dieensses the 
funda menta l principles underlying m on ­ 
ey in pla in la ngua ge. We quote the fol­ 
lowing : 
The whole ma tter of money, a m ea s­ 
ure of va lue, a mea ns of excha nge, a cir­ 
cula ting m edium, is one of necessity, 
convenience, a da pta tion to the end. It is 
n question of the fitness a nd effective­ 
ness of the ma teria l substa nce of which 
the instrument is ma de. 
M a nifestly tha t fitness, the conven­ 
ience a nd effectiveness of the thing, must 
be determined by the judgm ent of those 
who use the instrument, those who do 
the business, the la bor a nd excha nge of 
the world. 
La w should a ttempt to follow tha t 
judgm ent a nd not a ttem pt to form it, 
force it or control it. 
Experience ha s 
determined severa l points a s to fitness, 
convenience a nd efficiency. 
» Silver is 
found too precious, too concentra ted, to 
be conveniently used to represent very 
sm a ll va lues. 
Som ething more bulky— 
tha t is, of less va lue by w eigh t— is need­ 
ed. 
H ence for sm a llest va lues oopper 
coins, for slightly la rger nickel or some 
equiva lent, a nd for still la rger silver. 
But silver is too bulky— tha t is, of 
too little va lue by w eigh t— to represent 
very la rge va lues. 
Hence gold is us ed 
for these. 
But even gold is too hea vy 
a nd bulky to he used by a ctua l count or 
by a ctua l w eighing, a nd pa ssing from 
ha nd to ha nd a t every turn in la rge 
tra nsa ctions, especia lly between dea lers 
a t a dista nce. 
Hence com e into use ba nk notes, a nd 
fa r more la rgely still checks a nd bills 
of excha nge. By m ea ns of these a given 
qua ntity of money w ill ra pidly, though 
only in a lega l sense, pa ss from ha nd to 
ha nd, from owner to owner, by mere 
entries on books of a ccount, no money 
being a ctua lly counted nor even seen 
by tho ba nker who keeps it looked up in 
his va ults. Checks a nd hills of excha nge 
a re sim ply a dditiona l 
fa cilities, eon 
veniences, m ultiplyin g the ra pidity of 
circula tion— more 
ra pidly 
cha nging 
ownership. 
But the money they repre­ 
sent must be behind them. 
We now see the rea son w hy govern­ 
ment ca nnot 
ma ke 
a nything money 
which it chooses to ca ll money, nor 
ma ke it money, “ current w ith the m er­ 
cha nt, ” nor current w ith the la borer, 
by sim ply ca lling 
it a lega l tender. 
Government ca n no more do this tha n it 
ca n sa y wha t your d a y’s w a ges sha ll be 
or w ha t sha ll be the price of a bushel of 
whea t. 
Any government a ssuming to 
do these things would soon he reformed, 
or if need be revolutionized by force. 
Ha ving seen the function of money, 
a nd the ma teria ls of which it should be 
composed, a nd seeing tha t government ■ 
ca nnot m a ke money of iron or lea ther or 
pa steboa rd, sim ply beca use intelligent, i 
free people of grea t com m ercia l inter­ 
ests a nd a ctivities w ill not use these 
substa nces a s money, the question a rises, 
Wha t is the iunction of government m 
rega rd to money? Here a ga in the a nswer 
is, sim ply to increa se the convenience 
a nd effectiveness of the substa nces or 
ma teria ls which the people ha ve a lrea dy j 
found most convenient a nd effective a s ! 
sta nda rds of va lue. 
Increa se it how? 
1 he old tim e method of use wa s to 
weigh the meta l. 
Tha t is slow a nd 
cumbrous, a nd inexa ct, unless a pa rt a t 
lea st of the a m ount be divided into very 
sm a ll pieces— in ea se of gold, too sm a ll 
for either sa fety or convenience. 
Hence 
the a rt of coina ge, ea ch piece of copper, 
silver or gold being composed of a given 
weight. 
But if coina ge he left to in d i­ 
vidua ls fra ud w ill creep in. 
Alloys,

given piece of meta l is of a given w eight 
a nd of a given fineness or purity. There 
the interference of government should 
stop, unless to decla re wha t is lega l ten ­ 
der, a nd in w ha t sums, a s to ea ch meta l. 
It is now doubted by some whether 
government should go further a nd ma ke 
a nything a lega l tender for debts, a nd 
whether it would not be better to lea ve 
every ma n to ma ke Ins contra ct to be 
pa id m the money of his choice. 
If this 
were done, a nd the m ints of the whole 
world were throw’ll open 
for free a nd 
unlim ited coina ge of a ll m eta ls now 
used a s money, the ow neis of tho coin 
would soon find w hich would circula te 
a nd which would not.

tine or esta blish lega l tenders.
